Can your members sup) y the following 
recipes, of which I stan n need? 

1. Bar-le-duc, 2. Lady Soffle sweet pickles 
of raising and salted cucumbers, with the 
salt soaked out, 

I contribute a recipe I have found to be 
all the giver claimed for it. 


Cream Mint Drops 


(Tried and True.) 
Two cups of ranulated sugar, 
in half a cup of boiling water until dis- 


stirred 


solved. Foil clear. With a cloth dipped in 
water (cold) wipe off all granulations from 
the edge of the saucepan. When the mix- 


ture may be wrought into @ soft ball when 
tested in cold water, it is ready to be taken 


from the fire. If too hard en drop 
into cold water, add hot water and i 
again. Pour into’a dish and let it cool untilé 
you can handle it. Skim all erystale from 
the surface, beat to @ cream and knead and 
mold as you would bread. 

Cover and set away all night, 

Next day, melt and flavor Color with 
the mint extract, if you like, and drop by 
the teaspoonful upon waxed paper, well 
buttered 


This fondant improves with age, and will 
keep for months if closely covered, The 
skimmihgs may be used for fudge or go into 
the vinegar jar 

Peppermint, wintergreen, cinnanfon, etc, 
are favorite favorings. The same fondan 
may be used for all kinds of creams, stuff- 
ing for dates and figs and for cream al- 
monds or English walnuts.

Those who have never 
eaten this preparation cannot guess 
how delicious it is, . 


Romaine, Lettuce, Endive, Chicory, 
Curled- Lettuce Salad 

The rule for making all is the same. 
Wash and pick over the leaves care- 
fully, rejecting all that are withered 
or tough. Absorb the surplus moisture 
by laying the leaves upon one dry 
towel and covering with another, putting 
them gently through this last. Arrange 
in a chilled dish rubbed with garlic, 
and when you are ready to serve cover 
with French dressing. 


Tomato Aspic 

Strain the liquor from a can of to- 
matoes, pressing slightly through a 
cheesecloth bag. Season with onion 
juice, salt, paprika and a very little 
sugar to modify the acid. Bring to a 
boil; skim; strain again and mix, while 
it is hot, with half a box of gelatine 
which has been soaked three hours in 
a cup of cold water. Pour into a mold 
wet -with cold water and set away to 
form. 

This may be ‘served as a salad upon 
lettuce leaves with French dressing. 
Or you may line a salad dish with 
lettuce, and upon this lay skinned sar- 
dines, or canned shrimps, with a spoon- 
ful of the aspic upon each fish, and 
send around French dressing with it.

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HE lingerie blouse of this spring in its newest form presents a delightful 

si 9 variety of materials and methods of decoration. It has departed emphatically 

from the batiste or linen model of other seasons, which has always filled 

a little niche of its own. This season brings the blouse for afternoon wear to us in 

all opeh-meshed materials, such as voile, marquisette and the new fabric called aero- 
nette.so highly favored. in Paris. 

These materials are cool and serviceable; they offer an excellent background for 
embroidery, the weave forming guide lines, and they are inexpensive, 

Generally speaking, the lingerie blouses are made quite simple in line and fit, the 
favored style being the kimono blouse. Sleeves are of different lengths, and any 
slight fullness is obtained by groups of fine tucks at the shoulders. The main ques- 
tion, then, is how to trim the blouse. 

White voile is trimmed with French knots in a way convincing to the embroid- 
erer. A Agen yoke is suggested by groups of knots. The yoke extends along the 
shoulder line over each sleeve, outlined with colored voile. Flowers done in French 
knots of colored thread decorate the front of the bodice. Cuffs with tabs are treated 
io the same ornamentation. 

Washable cotton braid is used for another model. A round yoke is formed of 
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this white cord: applied in parallel lines, and 
crocheted buttons are attached in cross lines. The 
collar has a touch of blue silk, and this color is 
repeated in the solid embroidery at the side. Serv- 
iceability and style are combined for your benefit.

W. A. Dryden-is the son of the: lute 
Hon. John Dryden, of Brooklin, form 
et minister of Agriculture for Onta:tc. 
Mr, Dryden is a young man who has 
already achieved a creditable reputa- 
tion amongst the sheeep raisers and 
stock breeders both of ‘the East and 
West. Mr. W. T. Ritch the second 
commissioner, has had familiar ex- 
perience as.a woo] buyer in the lead- 
ing wool markets of Great Britain and 
as a representative of English clotn 
manufacturers in Australia and Can- 
ada. The commiSsionergs have com 
pleted a three months’ visit to the 
United Kingdom and have already 
made a tentative report of their 'n- 
vestigation there. Many valuable sug 
gasiicne and much useful information 

as been included iu this report, 
which will ultimately be published. 
Since December last these gentlemen 
have been pprsuing their investiga- 
tions in Eastern Canada. A _ particu- 
larly gratifying interest, on the part 
of the farmers who have been inter- 
viewed, has heen everywhere remark- 
e4. It has never been the understand 
ing that the commissioners should 
undertake either to give information 
on sheep raising or to offer statements 
in explanation of the policy which 
might ultimately be adopted. Full 
discussions, ~however, of local prob- 
leins and a free‘'expression of opinion 
on the part of the farmers attending 
the meetings has been generally in- 
vited and the opportunities thus af- 
forded have hitherto met with a gra- 
tifying response. Even in what have 
been considered backward districts, 
the people have earnestly sought in- 
formation regarding sheep raising, 
and a general ‘recognition has been 
evident of the value of increased 
sheep production on the individual 
ferms of the country.

The pro- 
blems attending the industry in the 
West are of such a special nature and 
represent such an important phase of

If the business 
men, those who. practically furnish 
‘the funds for the carrying on of all 
churiteble institutions, insist ‘upon 
their proper management and. sub 
ject them to supervision throngh a 
central organization, and make all 
their contributions through the same 
agency they will very soon remove the 
evils of indiscriminate charity and 
superfluous institutions, and also re- 
duce to a minimum the chances of 
fakirs succeeding through fraudulent 
advertising and other schemes. 

The most effective, economical and 
businesslike way of helping a pro- 
perly organized and necessary chari- 
table institution is by giving a direct 
contribution, and this should not be 
done until information is obtained 
from authoritative sources as to whe- 
ther the institution has complied with 
conditions set by an. expert authority. 
This is the method which has been 
evolved as a result of the alarming 
multiplicity of charitable institutions 
and the waste of the time of ousiness 
men in listening to the continuous 
stream of solicitors for subsoriptions 
towards their maintenance.— Free 
Press, Winnipeg.
